th e dosing interval of th e nimesulide and/or at least one pharmac e utically acceptable salt thereof 
overlaps with th e dosing interval of the oxycodone and/or at least one pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt ther e of . 

39. (currently amended) The method of claim 38, wherein the dosage form is 
nimesulide and/or at least one pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof and th e oxycodone 
and/or at least on e pharmaceutically acceptabl e salt th e reof are administered orally.

46. (previously presented) The method of claim 38, wherein the oxycodone and/or at 
least one pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof is present in an amount from about 2.5 mg to 
about 800 mg. 

47. (previously presented) The method of claim 38, wherein the ratio of oxycodone 
and/or at least one pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof to nimesulide and/or at least one 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof is from about 0.0001:1 to about 1:1. 
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48. (New) The method of claim 38, wherein the oxycodone is present in the 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt form. 

49. (New) The method of claim 38, wherein the dosage form further comprises a 
sustained release carrier which provides a sustained release of the oxycodone and/or at least one 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

50. (New) The method of claim 38, wherein the dosage form further comprises a 
sustained release carrier which provides a sustained release of the nimesulide and/or at least one 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof; and oxycodone and/or at least one pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof. 
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
